His term 
of enlistment, filled with fighting pirates 
and French privateers, was nearly over when 
Sabra’s true character was exposed, and Kit 
found consolation with his lively cousin 
Angie. An adventure yarn which takes the 
modern landlubber into the midst of the naval 
history of 1789.
